Please Observe the Following Directions in Giving Orders, as it will Often Avoid 
Errors and Unnecessary Delays. 


CORNICES. 


Give measurement of wall at foot of Cornice. State what finish is desired at ends: 
whether a Return, Double Return, or End Blocks. Say whether Cornice is for a 
building in progress of erection and intended to be walled in, or for a building 
already finished and to be attached from the outside. A difference in construction 


is necessary. 


END BLOCKS 

Are all one foot wide, unless otherwise specified. 

WINDOW AND DOOR CAPS. 

Orders should specify if Caps are wanted for Square, Segment, or Circular Head 
openings. For beguieut, or Circular Head openings, give radius. Always state 
width of opening between brick work, in inches, and give the distance the frame is 
recessed from lace of wall, btate if Caps are to be built in brick work, or put on 
building already erected, as a difference in construction of Cap is necessary. 
CRESTINGS. 

Always state pitch of roof. 

CRESTING FINIALS. 

State if wanted for Gable or Hip finish. 

FINIALS. 

Give pitch of Tower and state whether Base is to be Square, Round, or Octagonal. 
\\ hen erecting Finials, observe that all Finials over four feet in height (without a 
wrought iron stem) are securely fastened to an upright post, which should be pro- 
vided for m the erection of tower. All wrought iron stems on Finials extend onefoot 
below Base, which should run through top of tower and be securely fastened below to 
keep Fimal in an upright position.
